Henty Fredrich, a corpulent German, who 
had engaged a hnight’s iodyging, had a 
scare which will last him for some 
time to come, He was a transient guest 
and had been assigned to a room just behind 
the laundry. After a day spent in hard labor 
and the evening hours spent ia mild son- 
viviality, Mr. redrien retired, consider- 
ing it an unnecessary formality to remove 
his garments, and was soon sleeping the sleep 
ofthe just.

MARY WESTLAND’S DEATH. 

Mary Westiand died at9:15 o*¢lotk. a few 
minutes after reaching the City Hospftal. She 
had sustained only one fracture—that of her 
arm, but her head, face and her body, as far 
down us the waist, were very badly burned. 
But the burns, in the opinion of the doctors, 
were not serious enough to be fatal, their 
theory being that she must have in her flignt 
inbaled the fire and smoke which filled the 
rooms. Her face was very badly burned by 
the flames. Her identity was not known at 
the hospital, and the body was beild for a time 
for further instructions from the authorities 
or to be turned over to her friends or rela- 
tives as circumstances should warrant. 

THE INJURED WOMEN. 

Mary Davidson, woman of 30, was seriously 
injured about the bead and arms. When 
picked up she was suffering terribly from 
oer injuries and at the tme un 
able to speak for pain. She was taken 
in the city ambuianee directly to the City 
Hospital in company with the other two in- 
jured women n being examined at the hos- 
pital it was foufid that ber head was a mass 
of cuts and bruises, many of them entering 
through the scalp to the skull, but, 
fortunately for the patient, ieaving 
the bone unfractured.

THE BIG RATE WAR ENDED 


A GENERAL ADVANCE OVER THE GRANGER 
AND SOUTHWESTERN ROADS. 


The Agreement to Take Efiect To- Day 
Rate- Cutting to Be Punished — The 
Rights of »teckholders—Need of an Or- 
ganization—President Callaway on the 
Effectiveness of the Interstate Law. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drisrarcn. 

New YORK, January 1.—Thne. general ad- 
vances in rates over the granger and South- 
western roads that was arranged for about 
two weeks ago, when Mr. J. Pierrepont Mor- 
gan, in bebalf of investors all over the world, 
called the Presidents of these roads to ac- 
count, is to take effect to-day. The ten days’ 
notice required by the interstate law has been 
given, all of the subordinates bave been noti- 
fied by their superiors that they will be dis- 
charged or severely punished if they cut 
rates, ad an attitude has been assumed 
toward pers that encourages the view that 
this ti the companies mean business. 

‘If rates ate cut this time, said a well 
known railroad capitalist, yesterday, I will 
be one of halt a desen to offer a reward for 
the conviction of the man who does the 
cutting. I will be one offour to make tp a 
purse of $5,000 to be given to the man who will 
furnish the evidence that will secure the first 
conviction for violation of the interstate law 
py rate cutting. 

The speaker is not connected with the man- 
agement of any of the companies that are in 
disgrace at present, but is a stockholder in 
several ot them. His theory is that afew con- 
vletions under the interstate law, followed by 
the infliction of the full penalty, no 
justicn tempered with mefcy basiness, 
would have a salutary effect upon 
the morals of railroad managers. The de- 


velopments ih the railway world last yoar 
have brought out with great clearness the 
weakness of stockholders in railroad corpo- 
rationsand their lamentable supineness. In 
England such disregard of the rights of stock- 
hoidérs and abuse of their property as bas 
occurred in this country within the last twelve 
months would have resulted long before this 
in thé transfer of a part of that railroad abil- 
ity of the — 2 from comfortable offices to 
well-deserved dungeons. In this country the 
average shareholder approaches an officer of 
his company with a good deal of 
trepidatien, because he knows his de- 
sire for information is likelv to be met 
with arebuff. In England it is the official who 
trembles when ashareholder becomes inquis - 
itive. The disregard of stockholdérs’ rights 
that has beén the feature of railroad manage- 
ment during 1888, has also demonstrated the 
necessity for some sort f ah organization that 
shall devote itself entitely to protecting the 
interests of the shareholders; an organization 
that can enforce their requests and wishes 
between annual élections and neip to conceen- 
trate the efforts of stockhoidérs to secufte 
distinctive representation at such electi ns. 

It has been suggested that some of the trust 
companies might do this work, but it is rather 
beyond their functions except in special 
cases; besides, those of them that have been 
approached regarding the matter have raised 
the objection that it might interfere with the 
developwent of their business among railroad 
corporations. At the moment Mr. Morgan 
and his associates are supplying this need, 
but the feeling is constantly growing that a 
permanent advocate shosid feand and 
maintained, one to which the stockholders 
of any an seer or could go for 
advice and assis to settre co 
opération. Such an Association exists in 
London and is supported by the payment of a 
small fee by Sharéboiders who resister their 
shares with them.

MERCANTILE FAILURES FOR 1888. 


Some Interesting Figures Computed by the 
Bradstreet Agency. 
By Telegraph to thre Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, January 1.—Some interesting 
figures bearing upon the mercantile failures in 
the United States during the last eight years 
have just been computed by Bradstreef’s.

Since that duty 
has been imposed on the Common Pleas 
Judges in Philadelphia there has been a

Little Doubt About Stanley's Safety 


Lebdon Robbed of Jowels—Arab Women 
Captured by Rebels Foreign News, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, January, 1.—Definite details from 
the Congo concerning Stanley's whereabouts 
and movements are expested here from day 
today. Méanwhile the members of the Brit- 
ish East Afriéa Co., Who are also the finan- 
celal backers of Staniéy’s expedition for the 
relief of Emin Pasha. are cotvinced that 
Stanley was safe and in good healtii on or 
about the latter part of September last, the 
last news réceived from him bearing date of 
September 28. They also express their firm 
belief that he has been exposed to no 
danger since then. The London Committee 
however, expréss doubts as to the safety of 
Emin Pasha, and believe that there may pos- 
sibly be some truth in the story of the alleged 
defeat aad the capture by the Soudanese of 
the plucky Pasha. The committee declare 
that Stanley was under instructions to make 
for the East Africah coast after supplying 
Emin with stores and ammunition, and regard 
that as evidence that his return to the Aruwimi 
River was solely for the purpose of conveying 
to Emin the remaining stores, whieh, owing 
to the lack of cart ers, had been lett behind in 
the entrenched camp on the Aruwimi at Yam- 
buga. 

BELIBVED TO BP TRUS. 

The London committee believe that if the 
news about Emin’s capture by the Soudanese 
is true, Stanley will change his plans and re- 
tur to the West coast by the way he followed 
on his march into the interior; for it is obvious 
that with the small resources at his command 
Stanley had been unable to make any attempt 
to enforce the release of Emin, if the latter is 
really a prisoner of the insurgents. It would 
be indeed ridiculous toexpect that Stanley, 
with nis tiny forcé and limited means, should 
succeed in forcing the Mahdi hordes to Über- 
ate Emin when Lord Wolsiey at tee head of a 
British army of 20,000, armed and equipped 
on the most elaborate and lavish scale, was 
unable to effect the rescue of Gen. Gordon 
in 1884-1885.

ble consideration of the subject for forty min- 
utes. 

‘(Every one who reads musical criti¢iems 
knows that the most comnion stricture upon 
the performa of violinists re to the 
quality of their tone. It was my own practice 
for fully @ score of yéars to attribute 
a defective quality of tone to the 
incapacity of the performer. Aftera wiille 
couldn't help noticing that defective and im- 
pure intonation freqtiently proceeded from 
men who were beyond dispute masters of the 
art ot violin playing. It was manifestly ad- 
surd to claim that persons #6 skillfal in the 
ase of the bow and the instrument should be 
faulty in their eonceptions of musical sounds 
and tone. Finally I asked myself # perhaps 
the faulty intonation may not have been due 
to the instrument rather than the performer. 
I asked it a great many times and looked into 
ie thoroughly. Wat 1 found apon such in- 
quiry and investigation now constitutes one of 
my chief reasons for advocating the vse of the 
modern violin by artiste, great and little. 

Let any one go to the factory of the plano- 
maker and ask bim what ought to be done to 
& plano that bas been in use for many years 
and has lost ite original resonance. He will 
answer in every Instance that the piano bas 
worn iteelf out; it needs to be revived in ro- 
spectto the quality of its resonance: The 
thing most essential to restore it is a new 
sounding-board. Strings, of course, will wear 
and snap, but the repair of strings is = small 
matter, and if a4 plano bas become what fs 
called worn out, a supply of new strings will 
do very little torestore it. A new sounding- 
board, on the other hand, will make the in- 
strument almost, if not quite, as good as it 
was originally. 

Now what does this mean? It means that 
the vibratory power of the sounding board 
has been impaired by too much use. It ts an 
argument, if nota proof, that wood through 
which sound has been transmitted almost con- 
stantly for a long period loses ia a large degree 
ite vibratory power. There is ne kind of wood 
which is subjected more constantly, more 
continuously, or for a longer period to sound 
vibration than the wood used in Violins. It 
seems to me clear asa scientific fact, if oon 
tinuous vibration for a long period impairs 
the sounding power of wood, that an old 
violin which has bees very much used through 
a generation or more must have lost the quali- 
ties of sweetness and volume and of carrying 
power which are most desired by makers and 
players of the violin, 

“This may seem to de aa extracrdifiary 
statement. Probably atleast 9 per dent of 
the peopié who pretend to Kaow anything 
about violins would say without hesitation 
that an old violin is preferable to a new one. 
I will admit, and I suppose no one will deny, 
that a violin constructed of old wood is prefer- 
able to one which is made of wood treshiy cut 
or imperfectly seasoned. But I will not ad- 
mit, and 1 do deny that an old violin which 
has been in use for a century or more by suc- 
cessive; »nerations of players, is very likely 
to have escaped being worn out. 
A new sounding- board is needed, and 
a sounding-board in a violin means a new 


violin. To those who may doubt thé cor- 
rectness of my conclasions and who may 
refer me to the fact that the most famous 
vlolins ever constructed and ever heard were 
made by some of the Italian. masters, I have 
a complete answer. The famous violin played 
by Paganini, whieh was said to have been, in 
his judgment, the best instrument in the 
world, was no doubt old When it came into bis 
possession. He believed it was made by the 
great Joseph Guarnerius, (del Jesu,) whose 
icket it bore, with the date 1743. Guarnerius 
was then an oid man, and According to 
all historical accounts he had then lain in 
rison for several yeats, Musical: writers 
ave all noted a falling off fn the quality of his 
work after he passed middle age. They ac- 
eount for it by saying that his habits were 
stich as to have broken him when he shonid 
have been in his prime, and that the work 
turned out by his hands durifig his prison lite 
was so inferior as not to be classed with that of 
his earlier years. Guarnerius died in 1745, two 
ears after the famous Paganini’s Violin is said 
have been made. I will got dispute that 
the great Joseph made that instrument 
but here have those skeptical 
enough to doubt it in view of thé infertority of 
hig work during that per of bis life. My 
point in eget to that instrument, however, 
is not that it may not have been genume, but 
that all musical historians agree that until tne 
violin came into Pagantui's potsession it had 
never been played upon. Asstiming that to 
true, Paganini had a violin of superb 
model, the wood of whieh was thoroughly 
seasoned, and all the conditions were em- 
nently favorable to a fine-tozed production.

FORMER COLORED CHAMPIONS. 


A Few Sketches of Great Negro Fighters of 
the ast. 


The success of Jackson recalls the few col- 
ored pugilistsa who have made a mark in the 
ring. Molineux is first brought to mind, and 
though be lived and flourished many years 
ago, he was probably the bestof thefew. He 
was born in Virginia, but journeyed to En- 
gland, and was introduced to the world of 
pugilism by his colored countryman, Bili 


Richmond, also a fighter of prominence there. 
Molineux, according to the ‘‘Fistiana’’—oi 
which chronology of the ring Uncie Bill Tovey 
used to say: ‘‘That’s a great book, that is, 
and you don’t ear no minister a denyin’ what 
that says, becoz they knows if they’d bet their 
money agin it they’d lose’’—first fought in 
1810, and was beaten twice by Tom Cribb, but 
he whipped many good ones. He was 6 feet 9 
inches in heightand weighed, in condition, 
between 185 pounds and 195 pounds. He died 
in Galway, Ireland, August 4, 1818, about 38 
years old, 

Bub Travers was a dandy. He was called 
„Nat Langham's darky,’’ and was frequently 
referred to by the English sporting papers as 
the *‘Mahogany Wonder. He introduced 
himself to Langbam,who found out what pug- 
ilistic ability he possessed. He fought many 
times, going for such men as Bob Brettle, 
Jem Mace and Patsy Reardon, all ot whom de- 
feated him, but his victories were numerous 
and prominent. 

Young Molineux, who was born in 1818, and 
whose last battle of importance was with 
Hammer Lane in 1840, whom he beat, was also 
another black of English fame. He died at 
Liverpool, April 25, 1856. 

Bob Smith, the Liverpool Black, was an- 
other worth mentioning. He was born in 
Washington, D. O., but crossed the Atlantic, 
where he had numerous tough ring encoun- 
ters. Among those he whipped were Harry 
Allen, twice, and Tom Allen, the latter for 
only $25 a side, fifty rounds bein 
cupying th. 49m., on June 2, 
pool district. 

Bill Richmond was contemporaneous with 
Molineux. He was born on Staten Islend, 
August 5, 1763, and died December . 1829, at 
Tichborne street, Haymarket, 66 years old. 
He was beaten by Tom Cribb, but he eaused

Sam Freeman, who died in New York, De- 
cember 7, 1859, was a clever boxer ank kept an 
exceedingly well patronized school of that 
kind untilashort time before hisdeath.

NO MORE SINECURES. 


THE LEGISLATURE TO BE ASKED TO ABOL- 
ISH TWO STATE OFFICES. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics and Regis- 
ter of Lands Regarded as Expensive and 
Useless—The Railroad Commissioners in 
a Tight Place—Gov. Morehouse on Option 
Dealing. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
JEFFERSON CITY, December 31.—As an- 
nounced exclusively in the POSsST-DISPATCH 
yesterday, the committee appointed by Gov. 
Morehouse to settle with the State Auditorand 
Treasurer and to investigate the condition of 
affairs in the other State offices, will recom- 
mend in their report to the Legislature the 
abolishment of the offices of Commissioner ot 
Labor and Register of Lands. The committee 
has failed to find anything in favor of the sup- 
port of such an expensive luxury as the Labor 
Bureau as at present constituted, and will 
probably advise that it be dispensed with en- 
tirely, thereby saving to the State the $10,000 


appropriation for its expenses every 
two years. In regard to the Regis- 
ter of Lands’ office, the committee 


will probably recommend that the present in- 
cumbent of the office, Col. Robert McCul- 
loch, be permitted to serve his term, after 
which the office to be abolished and the 
swamp land feature be transferred to some 


other department. 

The Legislative Committee is composed of 
Senator Madison R. Smith of Bollinger Coun- 
ty, Representative Kelly of Johnson County, 
and Representative Seay of Dent County. 
When the committee decided to look into the 
management of the Labor Bureau they sent 
for Oscar Van Kochtitzky, the commissioner 
appointed by Gov. Marmaduke, and asked for 
a plain, straight-forward statement about the 
bureau. The commissioner in his statement 
admitted that the office was virtually of 
no practical benefit to the State, owing pria- 
cipally tothe limited scope of the authority 
with which the Labor Commissioner was 
vested. It was almost impossible, he said, to 
collect labor statistics with any degree of ac- 
curacy, and as for arbitration between strik- 
ing laborers or employes and capitalists or 
employers, the Commissioner was notina 
position to accomplish very much. . 

„Well, it’s a pretty good office, Mr. Koch- 
titzky?’’ asked a member of the committee. 

„Oh, yes, said the Commissioner, it's a 
very nice, comfortable office for the Commis 
sioner and his clerk; but its authority and 
scope should be extended or it shouid be 
abolished.’’ 

It is generally understood that Gov..More- 
house takes the same view of the matter as 
Von Kochtitzky andthe Legislative Commit- 
tee and that in his message he will recommend 
that the duties of the office be changed 80 as 
to make the labor Commissioner also the head 
of a State Bureau of immigration or abolished. 

The friends of Gov. Francis will be sorry to 
see the Labor Bureau abolished for the reason 
that to do so would deprive the new Governor 
ofavery valuable appointment, and add to 
the long list of,disappointed office seekers he 
will have to contend with in ashort while. 


The Legislative Committee seems deter- 
mined to make a record in the way of 
ye up the o holders. 
In addition to touching the Labor Commis 
sioner and Register of Lands ina tender spot 
the committee will aleo its respects to 
the Insurance Commission and its office. They
